It was after breakfast time yesterdav 
morning before the last returns in tne 
Fulton county primary were counted 
and the returns given out, showing that 
Dr. George Brown, Harry Alexander and 
Walter McHMireath had been named as 
representatives from Fulton; John M. 
Slaton, as state senator from this dis- 
trist; C. W. Mangum, as sheriff; Pau! 
Donehoo, as coroner; Hubert Culberson, 
as county treasurer; Judge A. E. Cul- 
houn, to succeed himeelf as judge of 
the city court, and H. B. W: Palmer 
and S. B. Turman, to be county com- 
missioners. 

These nominations had been (fore- 
casted in the earlier editions of The 
Constitution, but it was only when The 
Constitution extra ‘was issued shortly 
after 8 o'clock the official announce- 
ment could be made. 

Long Wait in Cook’s. 

Cook's district was the precinct which 
kept the count from being made 
earlier. There were 1,123 voters reg- 
istered in this country precinct, and 910 
votes cast. Only one set of managers 
and clerks was allowed, and it was a 
thirteen-hour task to complete the con- 
solidation. 

All night long, and unti] the broad 
daylight,.and then after breakfast these 
men labéred with the ballots making 
the announcement as indicated. 

As this precinct was slow, so were @ 
great many others. The unusually 
large vote polled in the county made 
the task of counting and compiling an 
especially arduous one.

COURT FREES 


DR. GILLETTE 


Judges Say Constitutional 
Rights of Insurance Offi- 
cer Were Violated, 


New York, June §.—The conviction of 
Dr. Walter R. Gillette, formerly vice 
president of the Mutual Life Insurance 
Company, on the charge of perjury, 
and his-sentence to six months in the 
penitentiary were set aside and the in- 
dictment against him quashed by a de- 
cison of the appellate division of the 
supreme court today. The reversal is 
based on three grounds developing in 
the trial of Gillette, who was indicted 
in consequence of his testimony in the 
insurance investigation conducted by 
Governor Hughes. 

Dr. Gillette, wno has been out on 
$15.000 bail, was accused of having 
sworn to:the grand jury that a bank 
account which he lareer stated was the 
property of the Mutual Life Insurance 
Company, and that he held it for con- 
fidential purposes of the company. Jus- 
tice McLaughlin, writing the majority 
opinion of the court, sets forth three 
Interesting grounds for the reversal: 
Firat, that the defendant’s constitu- 
tional rights were violated when he was 
required to testify against himself be- 
fore the grand jury; second, that the 
indictment was defective in that it fail- 
ed to set forth specifically the object 
of the grand jury investigation; that 
the materiality of the defendant’s an- 
swers, while perhaps misleading, were 


not false. «

HITCHCOCK GOES 
TO THE TOMBS 


His Lawyer Asked Delay Until 
Monday to Study 
the Case. 


New York, June 5.—The trial of Ray- 
mond Hitchcock, the comedian, came to 
an abrupt halt in the supreme court 
Shortly after the opening of the pro- 
ceedings today. On request of Max 
Steuer, who had been retained to suc- 
ceéd Hitchcock’s former counsel, in de- 
fending the comedian, on indictments 
growing out of charges preferred by 
young girls, Justice Goff granted an ad- 
journment until Monday to allow the at- 
torney to familiarize himself with the 
details of the case. The trial -having 
technically begun and. Hitchcock paving 
been surrendered by his bondsmen, Jus- 
tice Goff ordered him committed to the 
Tombs. 

Hitchcock was much 
being sent to prison, and said he was 
prepared to furnish bail. Justice Goff. 
however, refused to accept bail, and 
Stated that Hitchcock must remain in 
custody during his trial. Unless a wr 
for his release is secured from some 
Other justice. which is not considered 
probable, he will have to remain in the 
Tombs until his trial is resumed on 
Monday next. Mr. Steuer's request for 
an adjournment had first been made 
earlier in the day. The attorney stated 
that he nad just been called into the 
case to succeed John B. Stanchfield and 
had not had an opportunity to gO over 
the testimony of a previous trial—the 
Floria Whiston case—which had re- 
sulted in Hitchcock's acquittai. After a 
consultation with Mr. Steuer and As- 
Sistant District Attorney Garvan, Jus- 
tice Goff granted an adjournment until 
Monday, but declared that in the mean- 
time the defendant stood committed to 
the Tombs, without bail.

Then an est{mate will be made as to 
exactly what it will cost to haul from’ 
the back Yards in the city the manure 
that collects in stables. 

With all these facts, the board of 
health wil] go before the general council 
and make an appeal for the money , 
needed.

It will then be up to the council to 
say whether wor not for the lack of a 
few dollars the city’s health shall not 
be protected. 

It may be that a small tax can be 
levied against the owner of each horse 
or cow in the city, and that this tax 
will be used to pay the extra expense 
of keeping the yards free of manure.

Notwithstanding the fact there were m@e 
people out of work during the first quarter of 
1908 than 1907. 

The two succeeding months, April and May, 
have been abouf in the same proportion, with 
perhaps a little increase in the number of 
cases from drunkenness. This can be ac- 
counted for by work having opened up some- 
what. thereby. supplying more money with 
which to order from wet territory and pat- 
ronize blind tigers. Notwithstanding the fact 
that times are end have been hard, and 
money scarce. we have had fewer loafers un- 
der the prohibition regime. Whether they 
have left the city and followed the saloon. 
or what has become of them, I do not know, 
but they are missing from their .old haunts. 

We are also having less trouble in the red 
light district. The women, under the law, 
are not allowed to furnish intoxicants by sale 
or otherwise; hence less drunkenness ang dis- 
order in these quarters. 

Yet, notwithstanding all thts, we are Hy no 
means’ without our troubles on accou@ft of 
whisky. As I stated in the outset, large 
quantities are being shipped into the city, 
a great, deal of which ts for home consump- 
tion. This, of co gives little or no 
trouble to the police, but there is also a great 
deal brought in for illegitimate sale, hence 
we are bothered a’ great deal with blind 
tigers and the evil seemp to be on the _ in- 
crease. We aatch and prosecute a_ great 
many. still the number does not seem to 
diminish. The city seems to be well supplied 
with persons. who systematically and secretly 
peddle and sejl liquor illegally, both in the 
‘pusinese and residence districts. They are ex- 
ceedingly hard to catch because they have no 
fixed lair. 

To conclude, we have seen, first, that there 
has been no material change in the commis- 
sion of real crime. 

Second. That there has been a great 
provement in the order in the city. 

Third. That there has been a great deal less 
drunkenness. 

Fourth. There has been approximately more 

money spent for family supplies. 

Fifth. That there has been fewer com- 
plaints of distréss for the want of the neces- 


saries of life.

Latter Part of Day Almost En- 
lie Stagnation, 


Postponement of Public Offering of 
Union Pacific Bond Issue As- 
ecribed as Influence in the 
Daullness of the Day. 


New York, June §.—There was but 
scanty matter of interest in today’s 
stock market. The total of the day’s 
dealings discloses a violent shrinkage 
in the volume of trading, the day’s sales 
falling to a smaller total than for sev- 
eral months, and during the latter part 
of the day there was almost entire 
Stagnation. There was some reduction 


1of the usual dealings om account of 


the dullness of the London stock mar- 
ket, where there will be a holiday to- 
morrow and Monday. Aside from this 
there was no apparent explanation of 
the sudden lapse of interest in the deal- 
ings The demand for stocKs was ex- 
ceedingly meager, but the cessation’ of 
the selling which ‘flooded the market 
yesterday was even more remarkable. 
{[t was this feature which opened the 
way to the slow movement of prices. 
Union Pacific continued to hold its 
dominant place in the dealings and ex- 
cept for some supplementary interest 
in Reading there wags really nothing 
else calling for notice in the day’s pro- 
ceedings. The postponement of the pub- 
lic offering of the Union Pacific bond 
issue subscribed for by bankers, was 
giving some influence as a deterrent 
from active operations. The conclusion 
of that financial transaction, however, 
is ascribed as the principal reason for 
the sudden cessation of the aggressive 
operations to hold and advance prices 
of stocks. The engagement of another 
lot of gold to Germany tomorrow 
aroused only a languid interest, al- 
though it had been supposed that the 
course Of the international exchanges 
had brought the outward movement of 
Yesterday’s reduction 
in the discount rate of the Imperial 
German bank and the fall in foreign 
exchange here was believed to have 
wiped out the profit on gold shipments. 
The downward course of interest rates 
was uninterrupted today, private. dis- 
count rates being quoted lower both in 
London and Berlin. Forecasts of the 
currency movement to and from New 
York during the week promised a gain 
of balance for this center of $10,000,000 
to $12,,000,000, the sub-treasury’s con- 
tribution of $3,429,000 being included. 
The gain on gub-treasury operations is 
due to the heavy current deficit in the 
government revenués and the resulting 
excess of payments made at New York. 
This course of the government rey- 
enues is expected to prompt an early 
additional call on the banks by the 
treasury for return of government de- 
posits. The present redundancy of the 
money market makes an opportune oc- 
casion for such a call. The maturity of 
the Spanish war loan on August Il, 
must be prepared for also by the treas- 
ury. The new provision of the law re- 
quired banks to pay ! per cent interest 
to the government on all but a small 
special class of deposits, igs expected to 
operate as an incentive to the return 
of the deposits by the banks. The pros- 
rects of price changes in the _ steel 
trade continued undéer active discus- 
sion, but little information on the sub- 
quiring banks to pay ! per cent interest 
on prices was not apparent. A rise in 
the price of lead here and of copper in 
London was of some influence on the 
industrial stocks in those trades.

The wheat market opened weak, be- 
cause of lower cables and almost com- 
plete paralysis in the export trade. The 
foreign dullness was emphasized by the 
Whitsuntide holiday season about. to 
commence. The early decline 
checked for a time by covering by 
shorts. Heavy rains were reported in 
limited sections of the south and south- 
west, but the general opinion seemed 
to be that the precipitation taken as 
a whole was in such a degree that it 
would benefit rather than injure. the 
crop. The chief pressure on the mar- 
Ket throughout the day came froin 
Speculators and the traders. A strong 
Support to the market was not in evi- 
dence at any time and prices after the 
first decline had been checked, dragged 
until the market closed.
